One was a woman whose head was 
completely severed from her body. 
F'our of the dead were men, and one a 
young baby. 
According to stories of the surviv­ 
ors the accident he aliened so quickly 
that none of them know just what had 
taken place. 
Gruesome sights greeted the first 
of the rescuers to reach the wreckage. 
The freight car had hit the street car 
about in the center and had pushed it 
from the tracks and slid 
it

sidewise to the still-moving freight 
cars. 
Panic-stricken passengers, of whom 
there were over ninety on the car, 
were rushing from both front and rear 
doors and climbing through the win­ 
dows only to fail under the wheels of 
the still-moving cars.

PROBLEMS TO COME 


The recent disclaimed interview by 
an official of the Japanese 
legation 
raised one question which will very 
soon settle itself wrong 
unless 
the 
United States elects an administration 
which adopts some other policy than 
watchful waiting toward foreign af 
fairs. 
That is the question of the Caroline 
and Marshall groups of islands in the 
Pacific. These islands have a peculiar 
history and significance. 
Before the 
Spanish war they belonged to Spain. 
When Spain gave up the Philippines 
and Guam they 
became 
no longer 
worth Spain's holding, 
and 
Senator 
Cushman K. Davis, at the suggestion 
of the late Professor Edward V. Rob­ 
inson of Colombia University obtained 
permission to offer Spain a substan­ 
tial sum 
for 
their 
purchase. 
The 
Spanish commissioners pretended that 
the islands were 
not 
for sale, and 
pointed out that they had been omit 
ted from the protocol and were there 
fore not subject to negotiation. 
The 
false pretense of Spain demonstrated 
itself when, as soon as possible after 
the signing of the treaty, Spain pro­ 
rogued to sell these alleged 
ansate 
able islands to Germany. 
They were 
held by Germany until the outbreak ol 
the present war, when Japanese ves 
Bels captured them. 
The final deter 
initiation of the sovereignty 
of the 
islands will await the close of the war 
Naturally, they will go either to Japan 
or to England, 
unless the United 
States, by trading American Santos 
or in some similar 
way, 
should se 
cure iKtssession. 


As colonies, the Islands are unlm 
portant, hut strategically they are de 
cidedly valuable, since they dominatt 
the ocean highway between the Phil

This is only one

problems which will arise in Anteri 
can relations after the war. The whoW 
history of the United State*, for a1' 
the generations to come, may depend 
on whether these issues, including not 
merely a few Pacific islands, but tin 
whole question of the tariff and trade 
alliances, and 
of 
the gradations of 
sovereignty among nations, are met by 
a President of |>ositive mind or of 
negative mind. 
Tile 
question will 
then be not "keeping out of war," but 
"getting into" the reestablishment of 
the world of peace. 
For these questions, the difference 
between 
the 
positive, 
constructive 
temperament of Charles E. Hughes 
and the negative, critical temperament 
of Woodrow Wilson is so enormously 
important that the |K«tty interchanges 
over the Adamson bill, into which the 
campaign for tile moment has degen 
crated, seem too trivial for considera 
tion. 
Hughes and Wilson are fighting 
a battle greater than they themselves 
realize, over issues infinitely more 
vital than any they are discussing. It 
is fortunate that the instinct of the 
people as to the deeper drift of events 
is sounder than the superficial cam 
paign oratory of even the best of their 
leaders.—Fresno Republican.

fore any serious damage results to the 
unharvested portions of these crops. 
>i is estimated that about 6t) per 
cent of the beets in this county have 
bien delivered to the live factories 
within the county. 
A week’s rainy 
weather would have the effect of start­ 
ing the beets to 
growing, 
thereby 
lessening the sugar content of those 
still in the ground. 
Practically all the 
beans 
in 
the 
county which have not been threshed 
are in the western part. Garden Grove, 
Smeltzer, Wintersburg 
sections. 
All 
have been cut and placed

warm weather prevail at once, those 
now out will have to be turned, which 
will entail considerable extra labor 
and expense to the growers.

PROBLEMS TO COME 


The recent disclaimed interview by 
an official of the Japanese 
legation 
raised one question which will very 
soon settle itself wrong 
unless 
the 
United States elects an administration 
w liich adopts some other policy than 
watchful waiting toward foreign af­ 
fairs. 
'I hat is the question of the Caroline 
and Marshall groups of islands in the 
Pacific. These islands have a peculiar 
history and significance. 
Before the 
Spanish war they belonged to Spain. 
When Spain gave up the Philippines 
and Guam they 
became 
no 
longer 
worth Spain's holding, 
and 
Senator 
Cushman K. Davis, at the suggestion 
of the late Professor Edward V. Rob­ 
inson of Colombia University obtained 
permission to offer Spain a substan­ 
tial sum 
for 
their 
purchase. 
The 
Spanish commissioners pretended that 
the islands were not 
for 
sale, and 
pointed out that they bar’, been omit 
ted from the protocol and were there 
fore not subject to negotiation. 
The 
false pretense of Spain demonstrated 
itself when, as soon as possible after 
the signing of the treaty. Spain pro­ 
ceeded to sell these alleged 
unsale 
able Islands to Germany. 
They were 
held by Germany until the outbreak of 
the present war, when Japanese ves 
sels captured them. 
The final deter 
minatkm of the sovereignty 
of 
the 
Islands will await the close of the war 
Naturally, they will go either to Japai 
or to 
England, unless the 
United 
States, by trading American Santo? 
or in some similar 
way, 
should se 
cure jKtssession. 
As colonies, the islands are unlm 
portant, but strategically they are de 
f idelity valuable, since they dominate 
the ocean highway between the Phil 
ippines and Hawaii, and, with fortified 
hut I** rs and coaling stations, would 
make invaluable stepping stones 
oi 
ti;* Philippine route. 
For these rea 
sons their possession by the United 
States is exceedingly desirable, and 
failing in that, it is enormously safer 
to have them in British than in Jai* 
a nest' hands. 
But the Japanese are ir 
Immediate possession, and a let-alone 
policy by the United States Is quite 
likely to leave them Jai>an’s. 
This ss only one of 
the thousand 
problems which will arise in Ameri 
can rotations after the war. The whole

N ieblas stabbed Molino in the stom ­ 
ach, and Molino was still weak from 
that wound when he was killed.

A 
bloody rock tw ice the size of a m an's 
tw o fists was found near-by, m ute evi­ 
dence of the weapon used to

PROBLEMS TO COME 


The recent disclaimed interview by 
an official of the Japanese 
legation 
raised one question which will very 
soon settle itself wrong 
unless 
the 
United States elects an administration 
which adopts some other policy than 
watchful waiting toward foreign af­ 
fairs. 
That is the question of the Caroline 
and Marshall groups of islands in the 
Pacific. These islands have a peculiar 
history and significance. 
Before the 
Spanish war they belonged to Spain. 
When Spain gave up the Philippines 
and Guam they 
became 
no 
longer 
worth Spain's holding, 
and 
Senator 
Cushman K. I>avis, at the suggestion 
of the late Professor Edward V. Rob­ 
inson of Colombia University obtained 
permission to ofter Spain a substan 
tial sum 
for 
their 
purchase. 
The 
Spanish commissioners pretended that 
the islands were 
not 
for 
sale, and 
pointed out that they had been omit 
ted from the protocol and were there 
fore not subject to negotiation. 
Th* 
false pretense of Spain demonstrated 
itself when, as soon as i*ossible after 
the signing of the treaty, Spain pro- 
reeded to sell these alleged 
unsale 
able islands to Germany. 
They were 
held by Germany until the outbreak ol 
the present war, when Japanese ves 
sels captured them. 
The final deter 
ruination of the sovereignty 
of tile 
Islands will await the close of the war 
Naturally, they will go either to Japai 
or to 
England, 
unless the United 
States, by trading American Samop 
or in some similar 
way, 
should se 
cure possession. 


A> colonies, the islands are unlm 
portant, hut strategically they are de 
cidedly valuable, since they dominate 
the ocean highway between the Phil 
ippine- and Hawaii, and, with fortified 
harbors and coaling stations, would 
make invaluable stepping stones 
on 
the Philippine route. 
For these rea 
sons their iMtsscssion by the Untied 
States is exceedingly desirable, and 
failing in that, it is enormously safet 
to have them in British than in Jap 
anese hands 
But the Japanese are lr 
immediate possession, and a let-alone 
policy by the United States is quite 
likely to leave them Japan s. 
This is only one 
of 
the thousand 
problems which will arise in Ameri 
can relations after the war. The whole 
history of the Cnited States, for a1' 
the generations to tome, may depend 
on whether these issues, including not 
merely a few Pacific islands, but the 
whole question of the tariff and trade 
alliances, and 
of 
the gradations of 
sovereignty among nations, are met by 
a President of incitive mind or of 
negative 
mind. 
The question 
will 
then he not “keeping out of war,” but 
“getting into” the reestablishment of 
the world of peace. 
For these questions, the difference 
between 
the 
positive, 
constructive 
temperament of Charles E. Hughes 
and the negative, critical temperament 
of Woodrow Wilson is so enormously 
important that the petty interchanges 
over the Adamson bill, into which the 
campaign for the moment has degen 
crated, seem too trivial for considers 
Hon. 
Hughes and Wilson are fighting 
a battle greater than they themselves 
realize, over issues infinitely more 
vital than any they are discussing. It 
is fortunate that the instinct of the 
people as to the deeper drift of events 
is sounder than the superficial cam 
paigit oratory of even the best of their 
leaders.—Fresno Republican.
